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Notes  on  The  Allentharp, 

Tharp  Families 

The  Tharp  Family  is  a  very  large  one  and  has  many  branches.  In  Old 
English  “thorp”  meant  a  hill.  When  the  word  came  in  use  as  a  name  it 
usually  had  a  prefix  as  Althorp,  Oglethorp,  or  Allentharp.  The  name  was 
sometimes  spelled  Thorp  and  sometimes  Tharp.  Old  records  were  not  careful 
with  the  spelling  of  the  name.  Little  attention  was  paid  as  to  whether  an 
“o”  or  an  “a”  was  used. 

In  early  records  of  America  there  are  many  Thorps  and  Tharps. 
Whether  these  families  were  connected  or  not  would  be  a  problem  that 
could  hardly  be  solved  at  this  late  day.  To  complicate  matters  a  number 
of  the  families  that  had  a  prefix  to  theri  name  have  now  dropped  the  prefix 
so  that  they  are  Tharps  and  Thorps. 

The  Tharp  Family  that  I  am  tracing  were  originally  Allentharps.  How 
a  Welsh  word  “Allen”  or  “Alin”  came  to  be  a  prefix  for  the  English  word 
thorp  would  be  interesting  to  know. 

In  the  “Census  of  1790”  there  are  no  Allentharps  listed.  Some  early 
records  of  Virginia  give  some  facts  about  Allentharps  although  the  name 
was  spelled  incorrectly  according  to  the  family  spelling. 

From  “Overwharton  Parish  Register  of  Aqui®,Church  Stafford  Co.  Va. 
(1720-1760)  I  found  the  following:  . 

Allenthrop,  Jacob,  son  of  John  and  Annie,  bapt.  Dec.  24,  1742. 

Allenthrop,  Benjamin,  married  Elizabeth  Fletcher,  Aug.  19,  1746. 

Allenthrop,  Sarah,  married  William  Price,  Aug.  5,  1748. 

Allenthrop,  Margaret,  married  John  Read  March  5,  1754. 

In  the  book  “Virginia  Willis  and  Administrations”  John  Allenthorpe 
left  a  will  in  Stafford  County  in  1747.  I  have  obtained  a  copy  of  this  will 
and  it  will  be  listed  near  the  end  of  these  notes. 

In  this  will  John  Allenthorpe  mentions  one  son  John  as  being  a  minor. 
His  wife’s  name  was  Ann.  Since  both  books  are  records  of  Stafford  County 
it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  John  and  Ann  Allenthorpe  also  had 
a  child,  Jacob,  not  mentioned  in  the  will  but  listed  in  the  Church  Record 
above. 

Studying  the  will  further  will  bring  other  points  to  light.  The  will  is 
signed  John  A.  Allenthorpe.  I  would  like  to  know  his  middle  name.  He 
could  read  and  write  and  had  some  possessions  by  the  time  of  his  death. 
All  the  items  listed  were  personal.  Yet  the  committee  speaks  of  meeting  at 
“the  house  of  John  Allentharp.” 

The  will  is  witnessed  by  Benjamin  Allenthorpe.  It  was  signed  in  his  own 
hand  so  he  covl^  re-'d  and  write.  Also  he  had  to  be  of  age  or  he  could  not 
have  witnessed  the  will.  The  relationship  between  John  and  Benjamin  is  nor 
stated.  John  was  not  a  young  man  for  few  young  men  think  of  making  a 
will.  He  speaks  of  being  “very  sick  and  weak  in  body”  but  being  “perfectly 
well  in  memory”.  Those  sound  more  like  the  words  of  an  older  man  than  a 
young  one.  John  made  the  will  Jan.  12,  1746,  but  Ann  d:d  not  appear  in 
court  until  Nov.  10,  1747.  That  was  a  lapse  of  nearly  two  years.  John  had 
died  sometime  between  Jan.  1746  and  Nov.  1747.  It  must  have  been  durin? 
1747  for  Ann  would  have  gone  to  court  in  1746  if  he  had  d'ed  during  that 
year.  John  A.  Allentharpe  had  a  long  illness  before  his  death  so  that  aga:n 
leads  me  to  think  he  was  an  older  man. 

Margaret  and  Sarah  Allentharpe  mentioned  in  the  Church  Record  were 
members  of  the  family  but  just  what  relationship  they  were  to  John  and 
Benjamin  is  supposition. 

Benjamin  Allenthorpe  married  the  year  John  Allenthorpe  wrote  his  will. 
I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  Benjamin,  Margaret,  and  Sarah  were  children 
of  John  and  Ann  Allenthorpe. 
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If  that  is  correct  the  line  would  look  like  this:

This  gives  John  A.  and  Ann  at  least  five  children  and  there  were 
probably  more.  John  Junior  was  the  only  one  mentioned  in  the  will,  prob¬ 
ably  because  he  was  his  father’s  namesake.  .  ,  ... 

In  “Colonial  Soldiers  of  Virginia”  John  Alinthorp  is  listed  as  a  soldier. 
fVa  mae  2  p.  41).  At  anohter  place  among  the  roll  of  Lt.  Col.  btephens 
Co.  John  Alinthorp  is  listed  July  15,  1756.  John  must  have  become  of  age 

and  made  use  of  his  father’s  gun.  _  ,  .  .  .... 

So  far  these  are  the  only  Allentharps  that  I  can  find  in  Virginia  in  any 

old  records.  There  are  many  Tharps  but  ^  ^ey  w^e0  °f.  thls  W 

had  dropped  the  Allen.  Rev.War  Records  of  Va.  p.  432  Tharp.  John  (Stat- 

The  “North  Carolina  Colonial  Records  ”  Vol.  9,  p.  90  states  that  John 

Allcntharp  nctitions  for  a  new  county.  .  „„„„ 

From  “Roster  of  Soldiers  from  N.  C.  in  the  American  Revolution  page 
271  John  Allenthorpe’s  heirs  in  N.  C.  got  640  acres  of  land  for  he  served 

in  Col.  Lytle’s  Co.  84  months.  It  is  dated  1783.  #  . 

There  was  a  John  A.  Tharpe  in  Georgia  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution. 
In  Georgia’s  “Roster  of  the  Revolution”  page  393,  John  A.  Tharpe  was  m  a 
certified  list  of  Georgia  troops.  In  the  same  book  page  370  John  A.  1  ha  p 
drew  land  in  a  lottery  in  1820  in  Twiggs  County  This  same  ^an  J°*ned 
Stone  Creek  Baptist  Church  under  the  name  of  John  A  Tharp,  Sr.,  in  feb. 
1817.  (There  will  be  more  of  him  later.)

Thus  the  records  show  that  the  first  Tharps  in  Georgia  came  to  Wash 
ington,  Wilkes  and  Warren  Counties.  Wilkes  County  was  a  very  old  county 
Washington  was  formed  later  and  Warren  the  last  of  these  three.  There  a 
possibly  other  Tharps  who  came  to  Georgia  but  smee  this  group  stayed 
together  I  am  sure  they  were  related.  From  these  counties  they  began  to 
move  but  again  they  staved  together.  The  counties  they  went  to  mainly 
from  there  were  Twiggs,  Houston,  Pulaski  and  Dooly. 

Bv  the  time  they  got  to  Georgia  all  had  dropped  the  Allen  from  the 
name  except  Vincent  and  he  dropped  it  in  1793  for  I  can  not  find  it  after 

that  date.

Some  of  the  Tharps  that  came  to  Georgia  fought  on  the  side  of  the 
Crown  in  the  Revolution.  My  father  John  Norwood  Davis  often  quoted 
his  father  as  telling  him  “Some  of  the  Tharps  were  Tories.  “'1  hat  might 
account  for  the  fact  today  I  know  Tharp  families  that  are  related  to  us 
but  I  can’t  prove  just  how  it  is  for  I  am  sure  for  a  house  to  be  divided 
on  such  an  issue  would  cause  a  breach  in  family  ties  and  one  branch  would 
lose  trace  of  another. 

One  branch  of  the  Allentharp  family  went  to  Kentucky  from  Virginia. 
They  carried  the  Allen  even  longer  than  the  Georgia  branch  did.  They  all 
had  dropped  it  by  1805  as  I  do  not  find  it  after  that  date.  Mrs.  Ella  Lundy 
Taylor,  a  member  of  the  Tharp  family  told  me  that  we  had  relatives  in 
Kentucky-  In  the  old  days  some  of  the  Georgia  Tharps  went  to  Kentucky 
to  see  their  relatives.  The  Allentharps  I  have  found  in  Kentucky  in  old 
records  were  possibly  these  relatives  though  I  do  not  know  the  exact 
relationship.

The  history  of  the  five  Tharps  who  were  early  settlers  in  Georgia  is  far 
from  complete.  Below  are  the  facts  that  I  have  gathered. 

I.  JOSEPH  THARP  (Washington  County  1784)  some  Tax  Digests 
of  Ga.  p.  257  no  trace. 

II.  PRESLEY  THARP  (Wilkes  County  1793)  Warren  Co.  1794L  In 
the  records  of  Pulaski  Co.  Ga.  Prestlv  Tharp  paid  tax  in  1814  and  in  1821. 
He  had  at  least  one  son,  for  in  the  Pulaski  County  records  in  1820  Prestlv 
Tharp,  Jr.,  paid  tax. 

In  “Early  Kentucky  Marriages”  1785-1851,  Vol.  I,  page  56,  Henry  Co. 
this  is  listed.  “Tharp,  Presly  to  Armilda  Sidebottom,  1 0-27-1 836,  bonds¬ 
man,  Sidebottom,  Isaac. 

Whether  the  “Prestly  Jr.”  mentioned  in  Pulaski  Co.  Ga.  went  to 
Kentucky  or  if  that  is  another  one  in  Kentucky  I  do  not  know. 

III.  CHARLES  THARP,  in  “Ga.  Roster  of  the  Rev.”  p.  430  he  is 
listed  as  a  soldier.  (This  does  not  mean  that  he  fought  with  Georgia 
troops,  he  could  have  come  there  after  the  war. 

IV.  Charnick  Tharp.  This  is  an  unusual  name  and  I  have  never 
heard  it  used  except  in  the  Tharp  Family.  There  it  has  been  used  so 
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many  times  it  is  difficult  to  separate  the  different  Charnicks.  Charnick 
Tharp  paid  tax  in  Wilkes  County  Georgia  in  1793  and  Warren  County 
Georgia  in  1794.  By  1805  he  seems  to  have  left  these  counties,  for  he 
paid  no  taxes  there  and  Vincent  A.  Tharp  is  still  there.  Of  course  they 
sometimes  owned  property  in  a  county  and  did  not  live  there,  but  that 
was  when  a  man  began  to  prosper  when  he  could  own  land  in  several 
counties. 

In  the  records  of  Pulaski  County  Ga.  Charnick  Tharp’s  name  occurs 
in  1809,  1811  and  Charnick  A.  Tharp  in  1816.  Vincent  T.  A.  Tharp 
moved  to  Twiggs  County  and  became  the  pastor  of  Stone  Creek  Baptist 
Church.  He  had  a  son  named  Charnick  who  was  evidently  named  for  the 
other  Charnick,  possibly  Vincent’s  brother.  The  Church  Record  wanted 
to  distinguish  between  the  two  Charnicks  so  they  wrote  Charnick  A.  Tharp 
Seign.  by  the  name  of  the  older  man  when  he  joined  the  Church  in 
March  1817.  His  wife,  Hannah,  joined  at  the  same  time.  They  seem  to  be 
of  a  roving  spirit,  for  they  did  not  stay  there  long  either.  They  took  their 
letters  from  the  Church  in  the  same  year,  Nov.  1817.  At  the  same  time 
Lucy  A.  Tharp  obtained  her  letter.  She  was  probably  their  daughter. 

Between  1817  and  1827  I  have  no  record  of  Charnick  A.  Tharp.  In 
land  lottery  of  1827  I  find  Charnick  Tharp  living  in  Dooly  County  drew 
land  in  Carroll  County.  William  A.  Tharp  and  Rearaden  A.  Tharp  also 
living  in  Dooly  County  drew  land  in  Muscogee  County.  William  and  Rar- 
den  (family  spelling)  may  have  been  his  sons. 

I  have  nothing  else  on  that  Charnick  A.  Tharp,  as  by  this  time  he 
would  be  an  old  man. 

In  the  next  generation  there  was  another  Charnick  Tharp.  In  1850 
he  was  living  in  Houston  County  Georgia.  At  that  time  he  was  35  years 
old  which  would  place  his  birth  around  1814  or  1815.  The  census  gives 
his  wife  as  Jane,  aged  25,  born  in  S.  C.  They  had  four  children,  Ann 
aged  11,  John  aged  4,  Henry  aged  2,  William  aged  1.  Whether  he  was 
the  son  of  Charnick  A.  Tharp  Sr.  I  do  not  know,  but  for  a  long  time 
he,  too,  lived  in  Dooly  County.  His  wife  is  buried  there.  If  he  was  the 
son  of  Charnick  and  the  brother  of  William  and  Rarden  A.  Tharp  he  was 
only  15  at  the  time  of  the  land  lottery  in  1827,  so  he  would  not  have 
been  old  enough  to  draw  any  land.  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  some  of 
his  descendants  from  a  granddaughter  (Mrs.  Minnie  Walters  Tuten),  so 
I  will  give  what  I  have  on  this  branch.  Mrs.  Tuten  is  related  to  our  branch, 
but  we  are  not  sure  of  just  the  connecting  link,  but  she  knows  many  of 
my  relatives  personally  and  calls  them  “Cousin.”  The  problem  is,  was  her 
grandfather  Charnick  the  son  of  Charnick  Sr.  and  if  so  was  Charnick  Sr. 
a  brother  to  Vincent  T.  A.  Tharp?

Charnick  Tharp  had  some  brothers  and  sisters.  Mrs.  Tuten  only  knew 
the  names  of  Viney  Tharp,  who  married  a  Gilbert,  and  Ruthic  Tharp,  who 
married  a  Busy.  Mrs.  Tuten  said  he  had  a  negro  slave  named  “Hannah.” 
She  may  have  been  named  for  Hannah  A.  Tharp,  wife  of  Charnick  A. 
Tharp,  Sr.,  who,  I  think,  was  his  mother. 

Of  the  William  A.  Tharp  living  in  Dooly  County  who  drew  land  in 
Muscogee  County  in  1827  I  know  nothing. 

Rearaden  Tharp  in  Dooly  County  in  1827  I  do  know  a  little  about. 
In  May  1823  he  was  in  Twiggs  County  Ga.,  for  he  joined  Stone  Creek 
Baptist  Church.  Lucy  A.  Tharp  had  joined  in  1822  but  she  and  Raradcn 
A.  Tharp  obtained  letters  of  dismission  Feb.  21,  1824.  Usually  a  man  and 
his  wife  joined  the  Church  and  left  at  the  same  time.  Lucy  and  Raradep 
left  together  but  they  did  not  join  together.  I  believe  Lucy  was  Raraden’s 
sister,  for  when  Charnick  A.  Tharp  Sr.  and  his  wife  left  Twiggs  Co.  in 
1817  they  took  Lucy  A.  Tharp  with  them.  I  believe  Charnick  to  be 
Raraden’s  father  j»nd  now  Lucy  has  come  back  to  Twiggs  County  and  is 
leaving  with  her  brother.  Lucy  had  come  to  Twiggs  County  from  Ala., 
so  her  Church  Letter  stated  in  1822. 

The  next  information  I  have  on  Raraden  A.  Tharp  comes  from  a 
descendant  in  Ala.

V  JOHN  A.  THARP  was  listed  as  a  Revolutionary  Sol.  in  Georgia, 
1784,  page  393.  In  the  same  book  “Georgia’s  Roster  of  the  Revolution, 
page*  370,  ha  is  listed  as  drawing  land  in  a  lottery  in  Twiggs  County  in 
1820  On  page  168  he  is  listed  as  a  soldier  and  the  date  is  1784.  I  do  not 
believe  he  was  in  Ga.  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution  but  came  here  after¬ 
wards  to  get  land,  as  did  Vincent  T.  A.  Tharp.  Vincent  came  the  same 
time.  John  A.  Tharp  is  listed  as  a  tax  defaulter  in  Warren  Co.  in  1805. 
In  Feb.  1817  John  A.  Tharp  joined  Stone  Creek  Baptist  Church.  In  order 
to  distinguish  between  John  A.  Tharp,  son  of  Vincent  A.  Tharp,  the  name 
was  written  John  A.  Tharp  Sr.  On  April  24,  1824,  John  A  Tharp  and 
his  wife  were  granted  letters  of  dismission  from  the  Church.  I  have  no 
record  of  her  name.  I  have  no  further  record  of  him.

Since  that  would  make  his  birth  about  1794 
he  is  the  same  “Randle  Tharp”  of  Warren  Co.  in  1820 
Members  of  his  family  in  1850:

VINCENT  T.  ALLENTHARPE  and  HIS  DESCENDANTS: 

Of  the  names  in  the  records  of  Aquia  Church,  Benjamin  Allenthrop 
married  Elizabeth  Fletcher  Aug.  19,  1746.  They  must  have  had  a  num¬ 
ber  of  children,  but  one  son  Vincent,  born  Nov.  18,  1760,  is  the  only  one 
that  I  am  sure  is  theirs.  Vincent  named  one  of  his  own  sons  Fletcher 
Allentharp.  Since  both  Fletcher  as  a  Christian  name  and  Allentharpe  as 
a  sir  name  are  uncommon.  They  were  even  more  so  in  those  early  days. 
Vincent  also  named  a  daughter  Elizabeth,  but  that  is  hardly  as  definite 
proof,  for  Elizabeth  was  a  very  common  name. 

In  “Georgia  Baptist  Historical  and  Biographical”  by  J.  H.  Campbell 
he  states  “Vincent  Tharp,  a  native  of  Virginia,  was  born  in  1760  and 
bore  arms  in  the  cause  of  his  country  towards  the  close  of  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War.”  The  family  Bible  gives  the  date  as  Nov.  18,  1760,  also  the 

tombstone  on  his  grave.  . 

Just  when  Vincent  left  Virginia  is  not  known.  He  was  in  the  Caro- 
linas  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution,  for  he  fought  with  Marion’s  army 
there.  For  his  services  he  was  given  a  land  grant  in  Washington  County, 
Ga.,  in  1784  (Georgia  Land  and  People  by  Smith). 

Vincent  married  a  Miss  Rogers  and  had  two  children,  John  Jr.,  born 
September  1,  1781,  and  a  daughter  Mary,  born  Jan.  28,  1783.  He  came 
to  Georgia  in  1784.  His  first  wife  died,  so  Vincent  married  a  second  time. 
He  married  Sarah  Pierson  on  January  10,  1787,  according  to  the  family 
Bible.  She  was  from  South  Carolina,  but  whether  she  was  living  in  Geor¬ 
gia  at  the  time  or  if  he  went  to  South  Carolina  it  does  not  state.  They 
had  eight  children,  Elizabeth,  b.  Sept.  11,  1787;  William,  b.^Oct.  5,  1788; 
Charnick,  b.  Feb.  27.  1790;  Nancy,  b.  Jan.  15,  1792;  Jeremiah,  b  Oct.  1, 
1793;  Fletcher,  b.  Nov.  17,  1797;  Rebeckah,  b.  Oct.  3,  1801;  Sarah,  b. 

Jan.  25,  1803.  fl  -rum 

Washington  County  was  divided  into  smaller  counties.  In  the  lax 

Digest  of  Wilkes  County  in  1793,  page  281,  Vincent  T.  Allentharpe  paid 
tax  on  460  acres  of  land.  In  the  same  book  on  page  211  Vincent  A.  Tharp 
paid  tax  in  Warren  County  in  1805. 

Vincent  had  now  dropped  the  Allen  in  his  name  as  had  his  other 
relatives  in  Georgia.  From  then  on  he  signed  his  name  A.  Tharp  and  all 
of  his  children,  including  the  girls,  used  A.  Tharp.  About  1850  or  1860 
the  A.  was  dropped  and  the  name  was  Tharp.  Another  generation  added 
an  “e”  so  now  the  name  is  usually  spelled  Tharpe. 

In  Virginia  the  Allentharps  had  been  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
but  about  1800  Vincent  Allentharp  joined  Briar  Creek  Baptist  Church  in 
Warren  County,  Georgia,  and  was  later  ordained  to  preach  there.  Fie  also 
preached  at  Sweetwater  and  Rocky  Creek  Churches  in  Burke  County. 

Vincent  A.  Tharp  moved  to  Twiggs  County,  Georgia  in  1811.  His  son, 
Charnick  A  Tlmro.  *.vrc*e  a  diarv  for  a  number  of  years.  (This  diary  is 
now  in  possession  of  Clarence  Tharp  of  Tallahassee,  Fla  ).  From  the 
diary  I  copied  the  following:  “I  '-as  Wr*  nS  the  record  of  my  parents 
says  on  the  27th  of  February,  1790,  in  the  State  of  Georgia,  Warren 
County,  shortly  after  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  My  parents,  be¬ 
ing  poor  in  early  life,  though  not  in  old  age,  consequently  I  rcr  d  a  lim¬ 
ited  education,  though  I  was  a  considerable  lover  of  books  and  read  con¬ 
siderably  in  the  middle  and  latter  part  of  life.  I  had  tender  religious  im¬ 
pressions  from  the  early  part  of  mv  life.  My  Father  moved  to  Twiggs 
County  in  1811,  though  I  came  2  years  previous  with  mv  oldest  brother 
with  some  hands  (slaves)  to  make  improvements  against  the  rest  of  the 

family  coming.” 

When  Vincent  Tharp  came  to  Twiggs  County  he  became  the  pastor 
of  Stone  Creek  Baptist  Church.  The  Church  stood  near  Dry  Branch, 
Georgia  Vincent  was  Moderator  of  the  Ebeneezcr  Association  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  He  remained  as  to  pastor  of  Stone  Creek  until  his  death  in 
1825  He  is  burieJ  in  the  old  cemetery-  on  the  top  of  a  high,  rocky  hill 
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near  where  the  Church  once  stood.  The  Church  has  since  been  moved  to 
its  present  location. 

Sarah  A.  Tharp  lived  a  number  of  years  after  her  husband  died.  In 
the  Records  of  Stone  Creek  Baptist  Church  in  Feb.  1832  is  the  following 
notice:  “Old  Mother  Tharp  departed  this  life  1st  day  of  January,  1832.” 

VINCENT  T.  A.  THARP  and  his  wife  MISS  ROGERS  had  two  chil¬ 
dren: 

l.  JOHN  A.  THARP  was  born  Sept.  1,  1781.  He  and  his  wife 
ELIZABETH  Hatcher  A.  THARP  came  to  Twiggs  County  with  his 
father  in  1811.  They  joined  Stone  Creek  Baptist  Church  in  Feb.  1811. 
In  the  Church  Records  he  is  referred  to  as  John  A.  Tharp  Jr.  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  him  from  John  A.  Tharp  Sr.,  who  came  at  a  later  date  and  may 
have  been  his  uncle. 

At  the  time  that  John  was  a  member  of  Stone  Creek  Church  the 
Church  sat  in  judgment  on  its  members.  If  someone  disobeyed  any  rules 
he  was  brought  before  a  committee  for  trial.  If  he  expressed  sorrow  for 
his  actions  and  asked  forgiveness  he  was  reinstated  but  if  not,  he  was 
excommunicated.  John  got  into  trouble  for  fighting  and  was  called  to 
account  at  a  Church  Conference.  He  refused  to  say  that  he  was  penitent 
so  he  was  excommunicated  from  the  Church. 

John  A.  Tharp  and  Elizabeth  Hatcher  A.  Tharp  had  a  number  of 
children.  He  made  a  will  before  his  death  and  it  is  filed  in  the  Bibb 
County  Court  House.  He  named  a  number  of  heirs  that  are  his  children. 
Elizabeth  A.  Tharp  also  has  a  will  filed  in  the  Bibb  County  Court  House. 
Then  in  the  Marriage  Records  of  Bibb  County  I  found  the  dates  of 
marriage  of  some  of  their  children.

Charnick  A.  Tharp  was  born  in  Warren  County,  Georgia  (From  his 
diary)  in  1790.  He  lived  in  that  neighborhood  until  he  came  to  Twiggs 
County  in  1809  to  help  build  a  house  there  for  the  rest  of  his  family.  He 
joined  Stone  Creek  Baptist  Church  March  22,  1812.  His  wife  Elizabeth 
Jefferson,  was  born  in  South  Carolina.  Early  in  1825  he  started  preaching 
and  became  the  minister  of  Stone  Creek  Church  when  his  Father,  Vin¬ 
cent  T.  A.  Tharp,  died.  Charnick  was  on  the  committee  sent  from  Stone 
Creek  Church  to  help  constitute  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Macon  in 
1827.  Charnick  never  received  any  pay  for  his  services  as  a  minister.  He 
explained  that  in  his  diary  by  saying  that  once  in  his  early  life  there  was 
an  earthquake.  He  was  very  firightened  and  promised  the  Lord  that  it 
he  would  take  care  of  him  he  would  serve  Him  the  rest  of  his  life.  Once 
a  congregation  gave  him  a  set  of  books  that  he  highly  prized.  These  were 
in  his°  grandson,  George  Tharp’s,  possession,  and  were  burned  when  his 
house  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1930.  In  1856  he  resigned  as  minister  of  the 
Church  because  of  ill  health.  Charnick  A.  Thaip  and  Elizabeth  Jefferson 
had  seventeen  children.  Only  three  died  in  childhood.  They  lived  on  a 
plantation  and  had  a  number  of  slaves.  They  always  had  plenty.  In  his 
diary  he  often  lists  the  amount  of  money  he  received  when  he  sold  his 
cotton,  corn  or  produce.  In  1858  he  sold  cotton  at  11c  a  pound  and 
received  $4,000.00  for  his  crop.  Charnick  A.  Tharp  is  buried  in  a  ceme¬ 
tery  just  across  the  road  from  his  home  near  Stone  Creek  Church. 

As  I  was  reading  in  the  “History  of  Laurens  County,  Georgia,’  I  found 
the  following,  “Polar  Springs  Baptist  Church.” 

“At  the  time  the  church  was  constituted  Laurens  County  had  not 
been  formed  and  the  Church  was  in  Wilkerson  Co.  The  presbytery  con¬ 
stituted  of  Charles  Culpepper,  Isaiah  Shirley  and  Chamic  Tharp.  1  he 
first  conference  was  held  Aug.  22,  1807,  with  John  Albriton  as  mod¬

He  was  a  large 
planter  and  a  highly  respected  citizen  of  the  county.  His  grandson,  Wil¬ 
liam  Dunn  Tharp,  had  in  his  possession  a  number  of  personal  papers  that 
had  belonged  to  Jeremiah.  They  were  most  interesting.  Among  them  were 
several  receipts  showing  where  he  had  turned  in  corn,  peas,  tc.,  to  the 
Confederacy.  It  seems  that  all  big  planters  were  asked  to  give  a  certain 
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amount  of  produce  to  help  in  the  Confederate  cause.  After  the  war  he 
took  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States  Government  and  the  paper 
is  there  to  show  it.  Also  there  is  an  inventory  of  his  estate  after  his  death.

Rev.  W.  D.  Horne  was  born  in  Bertie  County,  North  Carolina,  June 
26th,  1813.  In  the  year  1832  he  was  received  by  experience  and  baptism 
into  the  fellowship  of  Sandy  Run  Church  in  the  bounds  of  the  Chowan 
Association  of  which  church  Rev.  James  Delk  was  at  that  time  the  much  be¬ 
loved  and  respected  pastor. 

Mr.  Home  moved  to  Georgia  in  the  fall  of  1834,  took  up  his  residence 
in  Twiggs  County  and  was  received  into  Stone  Creek  Church.  By  order 
of  that  church  he  was  set  apart  to  the  Gospel  ministry  on  the  8th  of  June, 
1840,  Revs.  C.  A.  Tharpe,  Thomas  Curtis  and  Austin  Ellis  officiating  as 
the.  presbytery.  He  mowed  to  Houston  County  in  1842  where  he  re¬ 
mained  eight  years  actively  engaged  in  the  ministry.  In  1850  his  health 
having  failed  so  completely  that  he  was  compelled  for  a  time  to  cease 
activve  and  regular  ministerial  service,  he  removved  to  Twiggs  County, 
where  he  has  resided  ever  since,  preaching  and  serving  churches  when 
prmitted  by  health  and  opportunity. 

There  are  also  records  of  BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN  THARP  and 
CHARNICK  A.  THARP  in  this  book.

T.  J.  THARP,  a  resident  of  Preston,  Georgia,  and  Ordinary  of  Web¬ 
ster  County,  Georgia,  was  born  in  Louisiana,  Oct.  24,  1850.  He  was  a 
son  of  David  and  Elizabeth  Ann  (Jefferson)  Tharp,  and  a  grandson  of 
C.  A.  Tharp,  who  was  born  in  1790  and  raised  at  a  placce  known  as  the 
“Stone  Creek  settlement”  in  what  is  now  Twiggs  County,  twelve  miles 
southwest  of  Macon,  Georgia.  His  character  and  life  were  remarkable; 
he  was  a  typical  self-made  man.  This  refers  to  C.  A.  Tharp.  He  devoted  his 
life  to  farming  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  Church.  He 
was  ordained  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven  and  preached  for  nearly  fifty 
years,  serving  four  churches  without  ever  accepting  any  compensation 
except  a  copy  of  “Commentaries  on  the  Bible”  presented  by  one  of  his 
congregations.  He  served  as  Moderator  of  the  Ebcnezer  Baptist  Associa¬ 
tion  for  twnty-one  years.  He  received  but  two  weeks’  schooling  in  his  life, 
but  was  a  man  of  wide  influence  in  Twiggs  County,  and  a  student  to  the 
day  of  his  death.  (The  name  of  his  wife  is  not  given.)  He  was  the  father 
of  sixteen  children,  and  saw  that  each  of  them  who  lived  to  be  old  enough 
to  receive  it  was  given  a  good  education.  Two  of  his  sons  became  Baptist 
ministers.  The  four  of  his  children  still  living  in  1895  were:  Simeon,  a 
Baptist  minister,  residing  in  Twiggs  County;  Martha,  wife  of  T.  H.  Jones, 
Twiggs  County;  Emma,  wife  of  E.  A.  Nash,  Twiggs  County;  and  a 

daughter,  - - ,  wife  of  Seaborn  Passmore  of  Texas.  C.  A.  Tharp, 

at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  owned  1,600  acres  of  land  and  fifty

REV.  CHARNICK  A.  THARP  (engraved  portrait),  was  bom  in  1790, 
(place  not  stated),  and  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Vincent  A.  Tharp,  a  native 
of  Wales,  who  settled  in  Virginia.  About  1795  he  removed  to  Washington 
County,  Georgia,  with  his  wife  and  eight  children.  About  1810  he  moved 
to  Twiggs  County,  where  he  founded  and  served  as  pastor  a  number  of 
frontier  Baptist  Churches,  among  them  Stone  Creek  Church,  which  he 
served  for  fourteen  years.  Besides  being  active  in  the  ministry,  he  was  a 
farmer  and  gunsmith.  He  baptized  most  of  his  familv  into  Stone  Creek 
Church,  and  died  in  1825. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  baptized  by  his  father,  March,  1812.  and 
soon  afterwards  was  elected  Clerk  and  a  few  years  later  was  chosen  Deacon 
of  his  church.  He  was  subsequently  licensed,  and  preached  his  first  ‘•ermon 
at  Stone  Creek  Church  Jan.  24,  1824.  He  was  ordained  Nov.  27,  1825,  and 
called  to  serve  Beersheba  Church  in  Twiggs  County  and  Mount  Moriah 
Church  in  Jones  County.  He  spent  his  life  in  the  Ebenezer  Association, 
of  which  he  was  elected  Clerk  in  1829,  and  Moderator  in  1832,  continu;-g 
as  such  until  1855,  when  he  was  compelled  to  decline  on  account  of  his 

health.  About  1817  he  married  Elizabeth  - - ,  of  Twiggs  County,  and 

their  union  was  blessed  with  seventeen  children,  of  whom  they  lost  thr^e. 
and  reared  eight  sons  and  six  daughters.  Fivve  of  the  sons  were  in  the 
Confederate  Army,  two  of  them  dying  in  Richmond,  Virginia,-,  of  dis¬ 
ease  resulting  from  hardship  and  exposure.  The  eldest  daughter  married 
Rev.  W.  D.  Horne  of  Twiggs  County. 

Rev.  Charnick  A.  Tharp  died  Nov.  19,  1867,  of  consumption,  one  of 
his  last  acts  being  to  witness  the  ordination  of  his  son,  Washington  Tharp, 
when  he  gave  him  this  parting  charge:  “My  son,  I  charge  you  in  the 
name  of  Almighty  God  that  you  preach  not  for  filthy  luccre,  nor  for 
worldly  honor,  but  from  love  of  the  Gospel,  and  for  the  glory  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.”  His  wife  survived  him  five  years.

From  there  he  went  to  Alabama  where  he  lived  two 
years,  and  then  returned  to  Georgia  and  located  in  Sumter  County  in 
1885.  One  year  later  he  removed  to  Webster  County  and  engaged  in  the 
mercantile  business.  In  1883  he  was  married  to  Miss  M.  C.  Cobb,  a  native 
of  Alabama,  by  whom  he  has  had  five  children,  of  whom  four  are  living, 
viz:  Minnie  C.,  V.  T.,  C.  T.,  and  David  C.  Tharp.  In  1892  he  was 
elected  Ordinary  of  Webster  County  for  four  years,  which  office  he  was 
filling  at  the  time  this  sketch  was  written. 
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JONES,  LODERICK  MATHEWS,  M.  D.,  is  an  able  member  of  the 
medical  staff  of  the  Georgia  State  Sanitarium,  at  Milledgeville  in  which 
he  is  assistant  physician.  He  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Twiggs  County,  this 
state,  April  28,  1850.  In  the  same  county  were  also  born  his  parents,  Thomas 
H.  and  Martha  (A.  Tharp)  Jones,  who  there  passed  their  entire  lives,  the 
father  having  been  a  planter  by  vocation  and  for  many  years  tax  collec¬ 
tor  of  his  native  county.

He  is  vice-president  of  the  Exchange  Bank 
of  Milledgeville  and  has  other  capitalistic  interests.  He  is  aligned  as  an 
uncompromising  advocate  of  the  principles  of  the  Democratic  Party,  and 
both  he  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  Baptist  Church,  in  which  he  is 
a  deacon.  On  Dec.  19,  1879,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Lila  P. 
Daniel  of  Midway,  Baldwin  County.  She  died  March  15,  1891,  being 
survived  by  three  children,  Loderick  Malone,  Elizabeth  and  William 
O’Daniel.  The  elder  son  is  now  a  student  in  the  Atlanta  College  of  Phar¬ 
macy.  The  younger  son  is  a  member  of  the  class  of  1906  in  the  Georgia 
Military  College  at  Milledgeville,  and  is  Captain  of  his  company  of  col¬ 
lege  cadets.  On  Oct.  18,  1893,  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Dr.  Jones 
to  Miss  Isabelle  Ailing,  of  Milledgeville,  and  they  have  two  children, 

Audrey  and  Isabbelle.

VINCENT  THARP 

A  native  of  Virginia,  was  born  in  1760,  and  bore  arms  in  the  cause  of 
his  country  towards  the  close  of  the  revolutionary  war.  Hiis  first  wife  was 
a  Miss  Rogers,  by  whom  he  had  two  children,  a  son  and  a  daughter.  During 
his  first  marriage  he  removed  to  South  Carolina,  and  thence  with  his 
second  wife,  a  Miss  Pierson  (from  the  Bible),  to  Warren  county,  in 
this  State.  Owing  to  the  hardness  of  the  times,  and  his  being  a  poor  man, 
he  learned  the  gunsmith’s  trade,  and  was  said  to  be  a  superior  workman. 
Before  he  entered  upon  the  ministry  he  acted  as  a  magistrate  in  his 
neighborhood.  He  was  baptized  into  Briar  Creek  church,  Warren  county, 
and  was  also  licensed  and  ordained  there,  about  the  year  1800.  He  served 
that  church  as  pastor  several  years,  also  Sweetwater  and  Rocky  Creek, 
in  Burke  county.  Soon  after  the  purchase,  which  extended  to  the  Ocmul- 
gee  river,  he  removed  to  Twiggs  county,  where  many  of  his  descendants  are 
still  to  be  found,  and  who  are  among  the  most  respectable  and  wealthy 
citizens  of  the  county.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  Rev.  Charnick 
Tharp,  a  son,  and  Rev.  B.  F.  Tharp  (now  of  Houston  county),  a  grand¬ 
son. 

He  was  a  member  and  the  pastor  of  Stone  Creek  church,  now  one  of 
the  most  flourishing  churches  in  the  State.  That  church  was  gathered 
under  Rev.  Henry  Hooten,  who  resigned  in  favor  of  Mr.  Tharp.  His  la¬ 
bors  here  and  elsewhere  were  owned  of  the  Lord  in  the  salvation  of  many 
souls.  To  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  moderator  of  the  Ebenezer  Associa¬ 
tion.  Benevolence  and  hospitality  were  prominent  traits  in  his  character. 

He  was  always  “careful  to  entertain  strangers,”  and  his  house  was  the 
home  of  God’s  people,  of  veery  name.  He  delighted  in  the  society  of 
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certain  brethren,  Polhill,  Franklin,  Ross,  Rhodes,  Baker,  Maginty,  Mercer 
and  others,  by  whom  he  was  frequently  visited.  He  died  in  1925,  in  the 
triumphs  of  that  faith  which  he  had  so  long  preached  to  others.  His  end 
was  peace.

JOHN  M.  GRAY  and  Thomas  Granberry  made  a  tour  through  East 
Alabama  in  1933,  preaching  at  Chambersville,  now  LaFayette.  This  was 
the  first  religious  service  conducted  by  the  Baptists  in  Chambers  County. 
Elder  Gray  died  while  on  this  tour  and  is  buried  in  Bethel  Cemetery  in 
the  Northwestern  part  of  the  county.  The  Liberty  Association  marked  his 
grave  in  1853.  Rev.  John  M..  Gray  was  bom  March  23,  1773,  died 
July  14,  1834. 


HISTORY  OF  THE  FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH  OF  MACON,  GA. 

The  constitution  of  this  church  was  recognized  by  three  ministers, 
JOHN  M.  GRAY,  C.  A.  THARPE  and  JONATHAN  NEAL  in  the  year 

The  constituents  of  the  body  were  nine  in  number,  Richard  W.  Elhs 
and  wife,  Austin  Ellis,  James  Hollingsworth  and  wife,  William  Brown 
and  wife,  Benjamin  Russell  and  wife. 

The  Reverend  JOHN  M.  GRAY  was  the  pastor  of  the  church.  He 
retained  the  relation  for  two  years.  Mr.  Gray  was  ordained  in  Franklin 
County,  Georgia,  in  1815.  He  died  in  Alabama  in  1835,  havine  preached 
the  day  before  in  the  town  of  La  Fayette.  He  was  truly  a  useful  and  la¬ 
borious  man  and  very  successful  in  the  ministry.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  pastor  of  the  Columbus  and  Mt.  Zion  churches. 

I  have  found  it  impossible  to  gather  any  further  infermat’on  on  rela¬ 
tives  to  the  man  who  founded  this  noble  and  :nflucnt;al  church.

During  this  year  the  association  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  death 
of  Elder  J.  M.  Gray,  one  of  her  most  active  and  able  members.  He  died  on 
a  tour  of  preaching  at  a  Mr.  Pitman’s,  Alabama,  after  having  taken  a 
dose  of  lobelia  on  lying  down  at  night.  (See  Biographical  Sketches.)

REV.  BENJ.  FRANKLIN  THARP,  D.D.,  was  born  in  Twiggs  Co., 
O-a.,  September  16,  1819.  He  is  the  son  of  William  A.  Tharp  and  grand- 
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son  of  Vincent  A.  Tharp  a  good  and  faithful  preacher  of  the  Gospel,  of 
the  Baptist  denomination.  Vincent  A.  Tharp  was  born  in  Va.  in  1760  and 
took  Part  in  the  struggle  for  independence,  being  one  of  General  Marion’s 
men,  for  he  had  moved  from  Virginia  to  South  Carolina.  He  followed  the 
Swamp  Fox  until  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  After  the  War  he 
movved  to  Warren  County,  Ga.,  bought  a  large  tract  of  land  and  settled 
a  colony,  composed  mostly  of  his  friends,  by  selling  them  land  in  small 
quantities  and  at  low  prices.  Many  of  their  descendants  who  bought  land

flir^  j'.F’  TharP  was  raised  on  a  farm  receiving  such  instruction  as  was 
furnished  by  a  good  academy  in  the  neighborhood.  When  sixteen  years  old, 
he  entered  Mercer  Institute,  remaining  until  1841,  and  was  in  the  first 
class  graduated  from  Mercer  University.  In  the  same  class  was  Hon.  R.  M. 
Johnson,  now  of  Baltimore,  and  Dr.  A.  R.  Wellborn  of  Atlanta.  After 
graduation  he  entered  Newton  Theological  Seminary  as  a  student  for  the 
ministry,  but  before  completing  the  prescribed  course  he  returned  home  on 
account  of  the  death  of  his  father,  William  A.  Tharp,  and  took  charge  of
